Tho objects of the manazuvres, however, 
wero to teat the vulnerability of certain por- 
tions of the island, aa well a= to gauge the 
dofonsive atrength of the garrison. In thia 
tho action was highly satisfactorily, and the 
offivers wore plensed with the resulte of the 
movement, Tho men taking fart included 
the whole of the garrison, as well aaa 
hody of Voluntecrs, numboring about #4, 
and two guns.

From the Emperor, unfertunatoly, little 
or nothing is to be hoped ; his physical 
deformity, of which oven the eugnoscenti 
speak with bated breath, makes it impo sible 
for bim ever to play the part of a man or 
oven amanly ruler, And while tho Empress. 
Dowager is by no means rovored as tho 
Cuurt officials would have us believe, 
she is, with all hor faults, known to 
be quick in action, Frankly speaking, 
however, the hopos of the best-informed 
and most patriotic Vicoroys, rest on Princo 
Chung.

AUSTRALIA. | 
Interesting Lecture by Mr J. B. 
Suttor. 


One of the mcat entertaining ond interos- 
ting lectures delivered in Hongkong for 
some conriderable time past, was heard last 
night at St, Androw’s Hall. The lecturer. 
waa Mr J, B, Suttr, Commercial Ropre- 
sentative inthe Far East of the Govern- 
ment of the State of New South Wales, and 
tho subject was ‘ Australia and the British 
Empire.’ The lecture was held under the 
auspices of the Hongkong Odd Volames 
Society, the. Hon. Mr Gershom Stewart 
presiding, 

Mr Stewart introduced the lecturer, and 
said that Mr Suttor wan an Australian who 
had held high and responsible positions in 
the service of the State ho now represented 
as Commercial Represontative. His object 
in coming to the East was to increase the 
oversea trado of Australia with China and 
Japan, 

Mr Suttor opened his lecture by quoting 
Mark Antony's words at the death of Cacsar 
—he was not an orator, but a plain blunt 
man, who lovedhiscountry—a rematk which 


found a responsive chord in his audience. 
Going atraizht inte the subject of his lecture, 
hodealt withtho formationof the expedition 
in 1766 to survey the transit of the planct 
Venus, Lieut. James Cook was selected 
to take command of the Endearour,- and 
Sir Joseph Banks and a botanist named 
Solander, acoumpanied him. The Jindea- 
uur was & veauul of only 384 tons, And on 
September 26, 1768, this ship loft England. 
They ari at their destination, and’ 
succeoded in their object. Cook then 
went in search of the southern continent 
that was suppored tu exist, and, after 
passing New Zealand, Australia was 
sighted on, April-27, 1770. As is woll- 
known, Cook landéd nt Botany Bay, 
set up the British Kleg, and added 
2,972,906 square milos'to the British Em- 
pire—twenty-five per cent of the British 
Empire—without bloodshed. At the pre- 


sent time, the British Empiro, on which the 
Sun never sets, comprised a 1083000 square”
